Miss Kellar Nervous Under 
Cross-Examination, but 
ants Is Unshaken. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 22.—Mrs. 
Logan A. Swope, the most tragic figure 
among the survivors of that chain of 
deaths and illness which transformed 
Col. Thomas Hunton‘ Swope’'s Indepen- 
dence mansion into a place of mystery, 
suspicion and gloom, was in tears in 
gourt today as a trained nurse told of 
the last fliness of Chrisman Swope,. aer 
son. 

Mrs. Swope has exhibited unusual for- 
titude throughout the court ordeals, 
which resulted from the deaths of her 
brotKer-in-law, a son and a_ favorite 
cousin, the strange illnesses of four of 
her daughters, a guest in the home of 
which she was mistress, and three serv- 
ants.. In the presence of strangers she 
has not heretofore broken down. But 
as Miss Anna Houlehan vividly de- 
scribed the agony of Chrisman’s last 
convulsion, tears rolled down the cheeks 
of the gray-haired mother. 

. Dr. B. Clark Hyde, on trial for Col. 
Swope's death, and under indictment 
for the othér deaths and illnesses, 
fastened his light blue eyes unwaver- 
ingly on the witness and lost none of 
the composure which has marked his 
demeanor from the first. 

Both Patients Had Convulsions. 

Chrisman’s symptoms were the same 
as those attributed to Col. Swope in his 
fatal ‘convulsion, and to Margaret 
Swope, Mrs. Logan Swope’s daughter, 
in the convulsion from which she re- 
covered. The head was drawn far back, 
the eyes were openéd. and fixed, tne 
cheeks bluish, the limbs rigid and apes 
ering. 

Dr. Hyde gave Chrisman two hypo- 
dermic injections, nurse Houlehan tes- 
tified. He told her they were digitalis 
and nitro-glycerine. Chrisman'’s con- 
vulsion bane while Dr, Hyde and Mrs.

Striking Nurse a Witness. 

Miss Houlehan was one of the nurses 
who became suspicious and . decided . ta 
leave the Swope home unless ‘Dr. : Hyde 
was told to leave. She was called: to the 
home by Dr. Hyde Dec. 4 last. He told 
her several members of the family were 
sick and that Mrs. Hyge was there and 
needed help. 

Miss Houlehan - attended .Margaret 
Swope. Dr. Hyde is charged with 
poisoning Margaret with germs. There 
were then three typhoid patients in the 
house, Margaret, Chrisman and Stella 
Swope, all heirs under the will, and 
Miss Houlehan told Dr.. Hyde she would 
need help in nursing them. He sent for 
other nurses and assigned them to the 
patients... 

In spite of objections by Hyde’s law- 
yers, Miss Houlehan was allowed to 
tell how Dr. Hyde arranged for the 
nurses to rotate among the patients, 
instead of devoting their attention each 
to one patient~—an unusual procedure— 
she said. 

Nurses Forced to Shift. 

“We told Dr. Hyde,” Miss Houlehan 
said, “that we could not do as much 
justice to the patients as if we were 
with one all the time, but he insisted 
on shifting us about.”’ 

Margaret Swope was Miss Houle- 
han’s patient the first night and sub- 
sequently became her sole charge. 

Dr. Hyde told Miss Houlehan, she tes- 
tified, that Dr. G. Twyman was -the 
physician in charge. ; 

Miss Howtlehan’s charts were made 
exhivits ‘and she referred to them in 
her testimony. 

Albert M. Ott, @ lawyer, was the first 
new witness today. He was called to 
the Swope home Oct. 1 last and found 
J. Moss Hunton dying. Dr. and Mrs. 
Hyde arrived later. 

Prosecutor Conkling examined Ott, 
who was Hunhfon’s personal friend. The 
witness repeated the details of the 
death, already told by Miss Pearl Kel- 
lar, and carroborated her Statement that 
Hyde first suggested bleeding the pa- 
tient. Ott spoke of Dr. G. T. Twyman’s 
death, which was the jury’s first official 
information regarding it. 

On cross-examination, it was’ brought 
out that Dr. Twyman said before Dr. 
Hyde arrived that it was customary to 
bleed the patient in such cases. 

Testimony Not Shaken. 

The cross-examination of Miss Pearl 
Kellar was completed this morning with- 
out shaking her direct testimony in ma- 
terial. details. Miss Kellar’s\ memory 
sometimes was at fault, and many times 
she repeated questions put to her, then 

paused. before answering. she. ex-

OIL STATION IS LOOTED 
Attempt Is Made to Destroy 
the Steamers Summoned 
to the Rescue.

HANKOW, April 22.—The situation in 


' Hunan Province is reported as critical. 


Women and children are fleeing for 
their lives from Chang Sha, the capital. 
A; number of villages near that city 
have been burned by native mobs. 
The country is placarded with threats 
tO kill, all foreigners. 
This news was brought by mission- 


ary refugees who arrived here today 
from Chang Sha and nearby st&tions. 
Many of them had traveled 30 miles on 
foot and reached the Yang Tse Kiang 
River in rags. Their houses had been 
burned and they lost all of their per- 
sonal effects. 

The missionaries stated that gunboats 
in the river have their guns trained 
upon Chang Sha and nearby points and 
have afforded a refuge for many for- 
eigners. Three thousand Chinese im- 
perial soldiers are. occupying the 
strategic points of the capital and de- 
tachments are being hurried to the 
outlying districts, where rioting ‘is re- 
ported. 

Many Chinese have been killed. In 
one instance a technical school was set 
afire and 30 students were burned to 
death. 

When vessels approached Chang Sha 
to rescue the imperiled ones, the Chi- 
nese mob saturated junks with kero- 
sene from looted stations of the Stand- 
ard Oil Co. and, setting them afire, al- 
lowed them to float down stream in an 
attempt to destroy the on-coming 
steamers. 

The Viceroy of Hunan Province ané 
the Governor of Chang’ Sha assert they 


have the situation in hand and that 


order. is practically restored, but the 
missionaries say they. fear further out- 
rages,

The British Consul ‘at Chang Sha, who 
has arrived here, said today: 

“If one, foreigner had been killed a 
massacre probably would have followed. 
The. British consulate was burned be- 
cause it employed laborers from another 
province: in the construction of new 
buildings.’’ 

The monetary loss to foreign interests 
is believed not to have been great.

“T piloted a boat on the Mississippi,’’ 
he said at a University Club dinner the 
same evening, ‘‘and by the help of 
Providence, that hoat is still safe. But 
when I saw a line in the water which 
looked partly like wind and partly like 
a. snag, I said I was tired, and told the 
regular pilot to take the wheel. I could 
have told once what made that line, but 
a man loses those tricks.”

Did Not Suffer. 

Dr. Robert H. Halsey said: 

“Mr. Clemens did not suffer at the 
end. He fell asleep finally at 4 o'clock 
with his bool: in his hand on the count- 
terpane, and did not wake again. His 
mind was alert til the last, and he was 
patient and brave through it all. He 
slept well last night, and seemed bet- 
ter yesterday, but -ith angina pec- 
toris this might be expected. There 
was nothing at noon to indicate that 
the end was near.” 

Neighbors Grief-Stricken. 

News of the author’s death last night 
did not reach the countryside. until the 
morning papers brought it up from the 
city. 

Expressions of grief were then heard 
on all sides, for “‘Mark Twain’ was not 
only personally dear to his close friends, 
but he was generous of his large ac- 
quaintance, shared the beauties -of his 
handsome new home with the neigh- 
borhood and took a lively interest in 
the affairs of the town. 

Several of his neighbors who stood 
very close to him in life were permitted 
to view. the body. Mr. Clemens did 
much of his work in.bed, and in death 
he still seemed a part of the surround- 
ings of his active life. Ranged about 
him were his books. Beside him was 
his tabouret, set with a tobacco jar, @ 
ccllection of pipes, a stand of cigars 
and matches in abundance. Above his 
head was a reading lamp.

eath Comés as a personal bereavement 
to reading Americans, who fee! for him 
the same personal affection that our 
fathers felt for Longfellow. In the 
place he held in the hearts of his read- 
ers he is .best to be. compared. with 
Dickens. 

It may more justly be said that he 
did for a period in American history 
what Thackeray did.for an epoch of 
English life. He gave perpetual life to 
a phase of American development 
which, as fashions change, will be for- 
gotten, but which will be intelligibfle to 
future generations because he will pre- 
sent to them that human nature which 
is kin under all conditions. 

The thing that gave Mark Twain his 
wide popularity and that will some day 
make his works classics is the fact that 
he was in many ways the incarnation 
of the national spirit and character- 
istics. His virtues were national, his 
faults were national, intensely ~ demo- 
cratic, irreverent often toward tradi- 
tions, unawed by conventions. with a 
touch of vulgarity, yet always healthful, 
never degenerate, hyperbolic in expres- 
sion, he was.a typical American, in- 
spired by the power of the genius of 
humor..

Twain was his trip abroad three years 
ago for the purpose of receiving the 
degree of Lil. L. honoris causa from 
Oxford University. Among others who 
received’ it at the same time were 
Rudyard Kipling, Auguste Rodin, Am- 
bassador Reid and Sir Henry Camp- 
Leil-Bannerman. In conferring the 
honor the chancellor addressed him 
thus: “Most jocund; pleasant and hu- 
m@rous man, who shakes the sides of 
all the circuit of the earth with your 
native joyousness, I, by my authority 
and that of the entire university, ad- 
mit you to the honorary degree of 
Doctor in Letters.” Clemens then re- 
ceived the scarlet gown with the gray 
hood. 

This was his greatest mark of rec- 
Ognition, but his journey was a long 
series. of .laudations, such as never 
came to any other American author. 
He was entertained by the most ex- 
clusive clubs and by the King. 

Felt Gloom of Misfortunes. 

The last years of Mark Twain's life 
were shadowed by many misfortunes 
and by ill-health. On last Christmas 
his only daughter remaining at home, 
Jean, died suddenly in the. bathtub 
from heart disease or epilepsy. Only 
a few hours before she had. been 
trimming a Christmas tree, and the 
shock of her unexpected death pros- 
trated her father, 

In October; 1910, Miss Clara, the 
other daughter, married Ossip Gabril- 
owitsch, Russian pianist. Only @ 
short time after the wedding the mu- 
sicilan had to undergo an operation 
for appendicitis.

He married Miss Olivia Langdon of 
Elmira, N. Y., and for two years was 
editor and proprietor of the Buffalo Ex- 
press. In 1871 he removed to Hartford, 
Conn. His next books were “Roughing 
It,” in 1873, and. “The Gilded Age,”’ 
which he wrote in collaboration with 
Charies Dudley Warner.

The census in St. Loulis must 
be completed by April 30, 

‘“% fine of not exceeding $100 is 
the penalty for refusal to give the 
required information to the enum- 
erators. 

Where a person. réfuses to 
answer the questions propound- 
ed on the Government blanks, 
the census director is nog re- 
quired to wait until April %0 
to prosecute. As soon as the 
refusal is made,’ he may ask for 
instructions from Washington giv- 
him authority to apply for a Fed- 
eral warrant. This will be served 

by a United States marshal. 


‘Where no actual refusal is made 
to give the information by the 
head of the family, but the cen- 
sus enumerators are rebuffed by 
servants who refuse to allow them 
to enter the homes, no prosecution 
could be legally had until after 
April 90. 


If the servant problem could be solved 
by the census enumerators, the work 
of taking the census of St. Louls would 
be more aceurate and greatly simpli- 
fied. These guardians of the doors of 
fashionable West End residences act as 
a stone wall, the Government name- 
seekers Say. Unusual tact-and diplo- 
macy often are nevessary to get past 
the doorman, the butler, the house- 
maid, and the servant girl to reach the 
head of the family. 

A. F. Barr, who has charge of the 
office at 617 North Taylor avenue, in 
the fashionable section, from which 
eight women enumerators work, has an 
effective way.of dealing with the pro- 
position.

NEW YORK, April 22.—James A. Pat. 
ten, who is said to have a bank roll of 
hig own of $18,000,000, and bank and 
trust company credits for as much more 
behind him, and who is a bigger factor 
in the bull cotton movement than Wil- 
liam' P, Brown and Frank B, Hayne 
combined, declared emphatically to a re- 
porter for the Post-Dispatch that he did 
not intend to force @ corner In May cot- 
ton or squeeze the shorts to the point 
of panic-making. 


Mr. Patten was sitting comfortably | 


on a big, fat, high-backed leather couch 
in one of the inner offices of Carpenter, 
Baggott and Company. 

He is credited with being long of 200,- 
000 bales of May and July cotton, worth 
at yesterday’s prices about $15,000,000, 
but was the most unconcerned man in 
the broker’s office. 

“How are these bears who are short 
of cotton going to get enough to make 
good their deliveries?" was asked of 


him. : 
“T’ll sell it i them,” said Mr. Patter 


in his most kindly manner. 

“Have you got: enough cotton to go 
around among all the shorts?’ 

“Perhaps not,” he replied. 

England Needs Cotton. 

“Do you know what the visible supply 
of cotton is the world over?’ 

“No, I don’t, but it is published every 
Friday, and I'll look it up. I do know 
this, though, that Great Britain has got 
to have at the very least 600,000 more 
bales of our cotton before the next crop 
begins to come in, and where is it com- 
ing from?” 

He was asked what he knew about 
the bull pool agreement of Feb. 26. 

“I never saw the agreement and don’t 
know what’s in it, as I’m not in any 
pool. I don’t go Into pools but do things 
myself.” 

When asked if he knew definitely just 
who it was who inspired the United 
States Government to come to the res- 
cue of the cotton beara by starting a 
grand jury preceeding against the cot- 
ton bulls, he said he did net know “for 
@ certainty,” but he had “pretty good 
suspicions.”

It has even imported 
cotton from Liverpool at a big loss to 
swell the supply here.

of a normal increase of manufacturing and com- 
mercial activities for the production and distribu- 
tion of commodities. These activities are neces- 
sary for the country as well as the city popula- 
tion and can be applied most economically and 
efficiently in population centers. In addition to 
the city residents required for the operation of 
industrial and commercial enterprise there. must 
be a city population to serve their needs. The 
surplus population in the cities is not relatively 
great, There is a large element on the border- 
land of destitution contributing to a pauper sur- 
plus, whose position is not primarily due to the 
desire to rush into cities, but to social, econom- 
ic and industrial conditions. Many of these 
weaklings are the products of general conditions| 
throughout the country and not of oity conges- 
tions. Most. of the-real surplus population is 
made up of those who serve the demands for 
luxury. Yet even this productive surplus is rela- 
tively small as yet. We find therefore the sur- 
plus population which is a dead weight on the 
productive energies of the country at two ex- 
tremes of society, among the very rich and the 
very poor. Both are due to unwholesome social 
and enpmonic conditions. 

In the main the wonderful growth of cities is 

the normal result of the wonderful development 
of industry and commerce. 
. But while there has been a great increase in 
the cities, there has also been a great increase 
in the rural population. The number of farms 
has greatly increased. Vast land areas have been 
brought under cultivation. Even the desert has 
been made to blossom through irrigation. 

There has been a tremendous advance in the 
productivity of farm and garden by reason of 
improved methods of farming and gardening. 
Better implements and intensive cultivation have 
increased production and diminished its cost. 
Less population proportionately is needed for 
farming and -gardening. 

Since 1880 in this country alone peti production 
of corn has increased in greater proportion than 
the gepulation, so has the production of wheat. 
In both cases it has increased more than 60 per 
cent. The production of oats and rye have dou- 
bled. It is impossible to find statistics of the 
increase of foodstuffs of the farm and garden 
in quantity, but in value it has far outstripped 
the population. It has probably kept pace with 
cereals. At the same time there has been a vast 
increase in foodstuff production outside of. the 
United States. - 

The evidence is against the considerable infiu- 
ence of the growth of cities on the cost of living. 
It is incidental. 

But we do know that privilege and monopoly 
are creating artificial prices in direct opposition 
to laws of industry and trade. 

We know that American meat sells lower in 
|Burope than in America. Is this due to a growth 
of urban population? 

‘We know that steel products which influence 
the prices of all commodities through the rail- 
roads, are sold cheaper abroad than in this coun- 
try. They are sold cheaper than they can be 
manufactured abroad and we pay the difference. 

We know that farm and orchard products are 
cornered and held in cold storage for the pur- 
pose of controlling the market. 

We know that the price of oil is controlled 
by a trust of which Mr. Archbold is a director. 

We are forced to helieve that the high cost of 
living is not due to artificial changes of popula- 
tion and modes of living, but to artificial econom- 
ic conditions created by monopoly. Mr. Arch- 
bold and his fellow-monopolists are merely try- 
ing to divert attention from the hands that are 
in the pockets of the people.

marble tomb of the conqueror, sur- 
rounded with the flags of Austerlitz and 
other reminders of the great victories 
of Austerlitz, Freidland, the Pyramids, 
Jena, Marengo and Moscow, the former 
President grew strangely silent. 

Sees Napoleon’s Sword. 

A few moments later the party de- 
scended to the crypt through which 
they entered the tomb, over the door of 
‘which Roosevelt read the words of Na- 
poleon written’at St. Helena and in 
which the great General expressdd the 
desire that his ashes reat on the banks 
of the Seine, among the people whom 
he loved. 

Here in a niche was shown Napo- 
leon’s celebrated sword and black hat, 
contained in a glass case, and the un- 
marked stone slabs which the English 
general placed over the grave at St. 
Helena, upon which he refused to per- 
mit Napoleon’s name to be chiseled. 

From the tomb, Gen. Dalstein con- 
ducted the party to the Napoleon mu- 
seum in another wing of the building, 
where Roosevelt manifested intense 
interest in some of the personal relics 


Jof the French.General and in the old
